I further request that you describe the deleted 
material in detail and specify the statutory basis for the denial as well as your reasons for 
believing that the alleged statutory justification applies in this instance. Please separately state 
your reasons for not invoking your discretionary powers to release the requested documents in 
the public interest. Such statements will be helpful in deciding whether to appeal an adverse 
determination, and in formulating arguments in case an appeal is taken. 

CVE's written justification might also help to avoid unnecessary litigation. I of course 
reserve my right to appeal the withholding or deletion of any information and expect that you 
will list the office and address were such an appeal can be sent. I anticipate, however, that you 
will make the requested materials available within the statutorily prescribed period.
